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REMARKS and ARGUMENTS 

Claims 1- 15 are pending in this application. By this amendment, claims 2-9, and 15 
have been amended. Claim 1 has been cancelled. New replacement drawings are being 
submitted. The specification is being amended to address the examiner's comments. No new 
matter has been added. Reconsideration of Claims 2- 15 is respectfully requested. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Item 8 It was stated that claims 9-15 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to 

overcome the objections set forth. This is noted with appreciation. Claims 9 and 15 have been 
amended to address the identified objections. Reconsideration is respectfully requested. 

Specification 

Item 1. The specification was objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 

the claim subject matter of claims 1 and 9, in that "providing means for determining when said 
coil is in the de-energized state" was not described in the specification. 

The specification, as shown above, has been amended by replacing the paragraph starting 
on page 7, line 27 to clarify the description of "providing means for determining when said coil is 
in the de-energized state". No new matter has been added by this amendment to the 
specification. 

Drawings 

Replacement drawings are being submitted to the Official Draftsperson under separate 
cover sheet. A courtesy copy is enclosed herein. The items addressed are discussed hereinafter. 
Item 2. Fig. 1 has been corrected to be designated as "Prior Art", to address the 

examiner's objections. 

Item 3. Fig. 2 has been corrected to be compliant with 37 CFR 1.121(d) and 37 CFR 1.84 

Standards for Drawings, to address the examiner's objections of unclear capacitance values. 
Item 4. Fig. 2 was objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). It was stated that the drawings did 

not show every feature of the invention specified in the claims, specifically the pulsewidth 
control means of claim 15 must be shown or cancelled. 
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Fig. 2 has been corrected to address the examiner's objections. Pulsewidth control means 
of claim 15 has been identified. Additionally, the specification, as shown above, has been 
amended by replacing the paragraph starting on page 9, line 1 to clarify the pulsewidth control 
means comprises the injector logic signal 104. No new matter has been added by this 
amendment to the specification or the replacement drawing sheets. 

Claim Objections 

Item 5 Claims 6, 9, and 15 were objected to because of informalities, which have been 

corrected hereinabove through amendment of the claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. § 102 
Item 6. Claims 1 - 5, 7, and 8 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being 

unpatentable over Estelle et al. '599. It was stated by the examiner that Estelle disclosed each of 
the elements of the aforementioned claims. 

Claim 8 has been amended. Claim 1 has been cancelled hereinabove, in order to place 
the application in condition for allowance, and not for reasons of patentability. Claims 2-5 and 
7 have been amended to be dependent upon claim 8. Reconsideration of claims 2-5, 7, and 8 is 
respectfully requested. 

Applicant respectfully traverses the rejection of newly amended claim 8 based upon 
Estelle et al. '599. Newly amended claim 8 sets forth, inter alia, a method for determining 
electrical resistance in a solenoid coil during pulse-width operation thereof between energized 
and de-energized states, wherein the coil is disposed in a fuel injector . In contradistinction to 
the instant invention of claim 8, Estelle et al. '599 neither teaches nor discloses a fuel injector. 
Estelle et al. '599 teaches a fluid dispenser for dispensing viscous fluids, such as adhesives, 
sealants, water and caulk. A fuel injector for dispensing fuel to an internal combustion engine, as 
described in U.S. Patent No. 6,264,112 (Engine Fuel Injector ; incorporated by reference) is 
patentably distinguishable from the referenced fluid dispenser for dispensing viscous fluids 
described in referenced U.S. Patent No. 5,875,922 (Apparatus for Dispensing an Adhesive ), in 
terms of characteristics of the fluid dispensed, operating environment, and, substantial design 
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features of the respective devices. Therefore, amended claim 8 is patentably distinguishable 
from the prior art cited thereagainst. 



Claim 6 has been amended to be dependent upon now allowable claim 8. Therefore, 
applicant respectfully asserts that Claim 6 is allowable for the same reasons as set forth with 
respect to claim 8. Reconsideration is respectfully requested. 



For all of the above reasons, applicant respectfully asserts that claims 2-15 are patentably 
distinguishable over the prior art cited thereagainst. Reconsideration and allowance is 
respectfully requested. A Notice of Allowance is earnestly solicited. If the Examiner believes 
that a telephone interview would be beneficial, please contact the undersigned at the number 
listed.
